Washington, May 28.—In hen of per­ 
sonal answer to many letters received from 
personal friends in the South disclaiming 
sympathy with any effort to unseat Presi­ 
dent Hayes, Postmaster General Key has 
written the following open latter to the 
people of the South:

The Wisconsin Cyclone.

Some characteristics of the Wisconsin 
cyclone were very marked. 
One eye-wit­ 
ness describes Its progress through the 
country as an immense bounding ball of 
dense black clouds,—now rising high in 
air and skipping over considerable space 
of country, ani now descending again an­ 
on the earth with a terrific violence that 
no human work could withstand, crushing 
buildings as if they were made of straw, 
or tossing them like feathers into the up­ 
per regions of the air and tearing them to 
atoms. Another 
singular phenomenon 
was the internal evolutions and contor­ 
tions of this mighty globe of wind and 
cloud. 
While it swept through the coun­ 
try In a direct course with prodigious vio­ 
lence and force, a portion of its power 
seemed to be reserved for inside service, 
like a wheel whirling within a wheel, and 
many an object was thrown far outside of 
the trail of the cyclone on cither side, or 
tossed far back in its rear, as a gigantic 
gymnast throws the balls over bis head at 
the close of the performance. 
A woman 
was caught and carried up 400 feet in the 
air and dashed upon the ground stone 
dead, with both arms brcken, the shoes 
stripped from her feet,* and her body as 
black as the ace of spades. The mighty 
avalanche of wind carried some of the debris 
over fifteen miles. 
Horses were taken up 
out of the fields and carried hundreds of 
rods, and dashed to atoms upon the ground 
when the insane fury of the hurricane was 
tnrough with its gigantic sports. 
Thor 
seemed to rule the hour, and divide the 
hi-nors with neath. Some portions of the 
path over which this tempest serpent 
moved is as clean of bouses, barns, fences, 
orchards, etc., as the face of the lawn after 
the passage of the mower. The ue&th-roll 
is still! incomplete, but it already numbers 
over fifty, and the loss of property de­ 
stroyed must reach over half a million dol­ 
lars. It is one of the few cases where the 
first reports were not greatly exaggerated. 
Subsequent investigations only revealed 
the fact that the details were more heart­ 
rending and terrible than tho generaliza­ 
tion. 
The unsatisfactory aspect of the case is, 
that no human agency can provide a rem­ 
edy against a repetition of this terrible 
calamity. Scientific knowledge is as help­ 
less here as the most profound ignorance. 
To prevent such an exhibition of nature’s 
wrath, to speak superstitiously, is impossi­ 
ble; and to guard against it equally so. And 
what makes it more uncomfortable is the 
well authenticated fact that these cyclones 
are on the increase year by year, especially 
in the West

THE ISSUE OF PATENTS BLOCKED. 


Thousand* of Inventsrs Relayed aud 
Annoyed by the Booby Eeouoiuy of 
the Monee. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 24.—The Commis­ 
sioner of Patents included in bis estimates 
of the amount of money needed for the cur­ 
rent year the usual 
item for priming, 
which, taking into consideration tho fact 
that wages in tho Government Printing 
Office has been reduced 20 per cent by the 
action of Congress, was placed as low as 
$105,000, against the earnest protest of the 
proper officers, who knew the insufficiency 
of this sum. The Democrats in the House 
grudgingly ado wed only ahunt $60,000, ut­ 
terly refusing to consider the fact that the 
business of the office is rapidly growing, 
and that the work of printing the specifica­ 
tions or descriptions of inventions must 
increase in the same proportion. 
This fund was exhausted early io April, 
and tho Commissioner was unable to carry 
out the law requiring that patents be issued 
immediately on payment of the final fee. 
The present Congress was asked to supply 
the deficiency ($40,000). The Interior De­ 
partment proper also needed an appropri­ 
ation for printing, and by some hocus-pocus 
in the conference committee to which the 
matter was referred, the $40,000 absolutely 
needed in the Patent Office finally dwin*

The marked iucro*£« of brutality of ail 
•orts rn ibis country in tho last tea years is 
m'lttorcd irequent mention. 
The same 
Bi ng baa been observed la England, ai J 
became so sertoua a matter that a desperate 
reoildy wss ccceysary to rcprtfs it. Kml- 
nctjt t>uii&ntLropitt^, aiuoDg (beni Haroucsi 
Burdc-tt-CoulU ber-cif, fioaliy advised a 
return lo the wbipplng-pos*. Toe merci­ 
ful way of dealing with crime bas do cd cl 
on downright brutality, except to increase 
it. 
The only way to reach ii seemed to be I 
to make it feel, even through its thick­ 
skinned degradation, tho kind of pain it 
was so fond of making others suffer. 
At 
length, aller proper discussion aud consul­ 
tation, the wbippiug-post was actually re­ 
vived tor garroting, wik-heating, and kick­ 
ing, and some other brutal oU'en*et>. 
His- 
tory really does repeat itself at intervals. 
The new punishment seems to have a 
most salutary effect, so far as it has been 
triad. It cannot be said to be brutalizing 
in its nature to those who seem already so 
btutalized that no other punishment has 
no effect on them. Those on whom it has 
been tried Invariably manifest a whole­ 
some terror of it at.the time. Some weeks 
ago eve convicts from sixteen to twenty 
years ot age received the Hogging to which 
they bad been sentenced, all the same day, 
atone of the London police stations. Flog­ 
ging is said to be a pnhfshment which 
the most hardened nerves cannot endure 
without flinching. However much brava­ 
do the convict displays at the beginning, 
a few strokes of the cat-o’-moe-tails inyar- 
so to 
speak, and leave him limp and howling. 
it is certainly a desperate remedy, but 
desperate cases oi brutality arc occurring 
every day. 
Two ot the convicts who received the 
punishment in London were boys of IOU 
and IS. They had robbed a woman, knock­ 
ed her down, and then kicked her, and 
were to receive a flogging as part of their 
sentence, the younger boy twenty strokes 
with a birch rod, the other the same num­ 
ber of bl iws with a cat-o’-nioe-Uils, on 
the bare back.

tier belute he had been struck. The third 
had evidently made up bis mind to bear it 
bravely, and utter no cry, but at the tourlh 
blow of the cat he gave way and bellowed 
bks a calf. Yells and cries for mercy rent 
the air during the whipping of the live, and 
at the end of the punishment each was led 
away trembling, pale and breathless. It 
was not an agreeable t enc, but theu neith­ 
er was garroting a gentleman, robbing him 
knocking him down, and kicking him In 
the head till nearly! lead—the crime lor 
which the last three ot the five were I! >ggtd 
—an agreeable scene.

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A Bare Case for the Doctors. 


la the year 1848 A boy then eightosB 
years old by the name of Jolinalb*& it. 
Bass, one evening while on hie way to a 
pasture field above H igh street for the 
cows, was taken w ith a severe pain in the 
bottom ol hts right foot. 
He supposed at 
first that a nail in his t-hoc was hurling bim, 
but upon examination be could find noth­ 
ing. 
That night and for a num ber oi days 
his foot was swollen very badly aud was 
exceedingly p&miul, aud then got better, 
but was more or less troublesome alter 
that. lo the fall of IS49 he went to Avon 
four months, but did not improve. 
That 
winter be attended school at our Union 
School, and m the spring went to Buffalo 
for a time, m eanwhile getting a little 
worse. 
For a lew months of the following 
summer he was able to act as captain of a 
canal boat. 
H e did not work, however. 
A fter that he w ent to G. W. Eastm an’s 
commercial school at W aterville, Oneida 
county, and rn 185J kept books tor Hall & 
Co., of Buffalo, but continuing to grow 
worse, had to give up Irs place and come 
to his home in Bambria. 
In 1855-6 be did 
a little w riting for parties In Lockport, and 
in ISSC he was very bad and suffered very 
much, all the joints of the body aud limbs 
becoming more or lees affected by this 
time. 
In 1862 he was put on an invalid bed, 
from which be has never been removed. 
He could manage, however, w ith a good 
deal of difficulty, to feed himself for eight 
years after th a t; since th at time he has 
been fed with a spoon, which is quite a 
difficult task, as his jaws are firmly set and 
nothing thicker than a knife blade can 
pass them. 
Y et he eats almost everything 
that others do, and is very hearty. 
F at 
pork, fat beef, baked beans, pototoes and 
m ilk 
are 
his favorites. 
Being very 
much interested in the war, reading every­ 
thing that came in his reach, wrhich he 
could do by having it placed on a rack be­ 
fore him, he so injured his eyes that in 1809 
he b e n n e blind, and has remained so 
since. 
He talks w ithout difficulty, is very 
intelligent, and converses freely upon any 
subject that he has had an opportunity lo 
study up. 
The w riter of this article called upon Mr. 
Bass a few days since, and made a careful 
examination of his physical condition, and 
found every joint entirely anchylosed, or 
grown into solid bone, with the exception 
of his fingers and toes. 
Tne bones of the 
lingers ct the right hand have been nearly 
absorbed, and the flesh rem aining is puffy 
and flaccid. In the left hand not only the 
bones of the fingers but the bones of the 
whole hand have undergone this same pro­ 
cess of absorption. The linger nails on this 
hand have grown oat beyond the ends of 
the fingers three and onc-half inches, giv­ 
ing a weird and Inhuman appearance to 
the hand. 
The arms are straight down by 
bis sides and fixed in this condition, and in 
the middle of the arm a n i forearm meas­ 
ured only five inches in circumference. 
The limbs arc straight w ith a dislocate n 
of the right hip joint, but all firm and solid 
bone, the thigh measuring only eight and 
one- half inches around. 
The bones of the 
toes are absorbed the same as the hands, 
and the flaccid toes droop and hang down 
like fringes. The spinal column isfaiso per 
fectly consol idatw*d, thus rendering the b» Jy 
capable of being lilted by one's hands nu­ 
der his head and heels without yielding or 
bending. The muscles are not paralyzed, 
but their action seems perfectly uuder his 
control as seen by the actions of the ten ­ 
dons and cords. 
The pulse is regular, beating seventy to 
the m inute, strong and full. All the vital 
organs are sound and in active condition, 
thus m aking him capable of living many 
years longer. On the whole this is proba­ 
bly one oi the most rem arkable cases on re­ 
cord in this or any other country.— I/Kk- 
lort Journal.
